Trenton, November 2cl, 1885. 

To the Senate and General Assembly: 

Parsaant to the requirements of the law establishiDg the office of 
Comptroller of the Treasury, the customary anuual report of the 
financial operations of the State during the fiscal year ending Octo- 
ber Slst, 1885, is herewith presented. 

Since the date of my last annual report sundry changes have taken 
place in the personnel of the financial department of the State. The 
Honorable George M. Wright, State Treasurer, died on the eighth of 
January, 1885. Mr. Wright was a resident of Burlington county, and 
had held the office of Treasurer of the State for nearly nine years, 
having been elected in 1876 for a term of three years and subse- 
quently twice re-elected for a similar term. An official report is not 
the place for an extended eulogy, but the performance of my own 
official duties necessitated a thorough familiarity with all the opera- 
tions of his office, and it may not be out of place here to say that in 
all of his official transactions Mr. Wright was guided and controlled 
by the strictest integrity, and by sincere devotion to the interests of 
the State. He made and left the record of a faithful, upright public 
officer. 

Upon his death I made at once the necessary examination of his 
books and bank accounts, and a comparison of them with the records 
of this office. A similar examination was duly made a few days later 
by a committee of the Legislature, and it is within the public knowl- 
edge that all were found in complete order, and correct to the most 
minute particular. 

Under the provisions of the constitution and the laws relating 
to the filling of vacancies, the Governor appointed the Honorable 
Jonathan H. Blackwell, of Mercer county, State Treasurer, on the 
eleventh of January, 1885. Mr. Blackwell immediately entered upon 
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the daties of the office, and reported to me the conditioD of the sev- 
eral funds, as turned over to him by the representatives of his prede- 
cessor. Two days later the Legislature, which had assembled in the 
meantime, elected the Honorable John J. Toffey, of Hudson county, 
State Treasurer, for three years, and on the 20th day of January, 
1885, he assumed the duties of the office. 

Owing to these changes, this report will embrace the operations of 
this department with three several incumbents of the office of Treas- 
urer, but these changes have not led to any embarrassment or 
caused any disturbance or delay in the transaction of the public busi- 
ness. 

Eeference was made in the last annual report from this office to 
two important acts passed at the legislative session of 1884, having 
for their purpose a permanent increase in the annual revenue of the 
State, and designed also to change to a very great extent the system 
theretofore in existence for the provision of funds for the support of 
the State government. These acts were ''An act for the taxation of 
railroad and canal property," approved April 10th, 1884, and "An act 
to provide for the imposition of State taxes on certain corporations, 
^ud for the collection thereof," approved April 18th, 1884. At the 
time that report was made neither of these acts had been in operation 
.& sufficient length of time to justify an opinion as to their ultimate 
effect upon the public revenue, nor indeed can it yet be stated that 
the first-mentioned act will positively accomplish the purpose for 
which it was designed. While this act did not laim to make material 
changes in the established rate of the annual tax levied upon railroad 
and canal property, it provided an entirely new and more thorough 
system of valuation than had been possible under previous laws, and 
it moreover introduced a new element into the list of taxable prop- 
erty, bj providing for an annual tax upon the franchise of each rail- 
Toad and canal corporation. This new departure led, in the course of 
the year, to sundry legal contests between the State and the corpora- 
tions from whom the tax was demanded, and as the questions which 
^rose are about to be considered by the Supreme Court, it is not pro- 
posed to discuss them here. It is sufficient to say that because of 
these contests the receipts of the State Treasury have not been aug- 
tuented during the year to the extent anticipated at the time of the 
passage of the act. A similar condition of things has existed in con- 
nection with the act providing for taxes on miscellaneous corpora- 
tions, but the legal question^ arising under this act have not been so 
important, and as the amount involved has been inconsiderable com- 
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pared with the sams in dispate under the. act for the taxation of rail*^ 
road property, the effect upon the Treasury in this case has not beei> 
so marked. All of the revenue raised under these acts is paid inta 
the State Fund, and the operation of the acts in their connection with 
the Treasury will be set forth in detail under their appropriate head» 
when treating of that Fund. 

The several Fands of the State, the transactions of which will b^ 
embraced in this report, are — 

1. The State Fund, which embraces the collection and disbursement 
of all the revenue which is applied to the support of the State govern- 
ment. 

2. The School Fund, the operations for which comprise the collec- 
tion of the annual revenue of the Fund, the payment of appropria- 
tions made therefrom for purposes connected with free publdc educa- 
tion and the investment of the surplus receipts. 

3. The State School Tax, the operations for which consist of the 
tax annually levied and collected for the support of public schools. 

4. The Agricultural College Fund, for which the operations are the 
collection and disbursement of the annual income of the fund. 

5. The collection and disbursement of the tax levied for the use of 
taxing ^districts upon the property of the several railroad and canal 
corporations, under the provisions of the act of April 10th, 1884. 

The operations of these several branches of the State Treasury are 
distinct and separate from each other, and those of each will be pre- 
sented under their proper heads. 

The expenditures of the State during the time covered by thi» 
report have somewhat exceeded the amount anticipated at the begin- 
ning of the year. The legal contests already referred to have neces- 
sarily involved considerable expense, the destruction by fire of a large- 
portion of the State Capitol necessitated an unforeseen expenditure^ 
and other expenses have been found necessary which, not being antici- 
pated at the beginning of the year, were not included in the estimates 
presented to the Legislature at that time ; but notwithstanding these 
facts, and the facts that the suits affecting the tax on railroads have 
prevented the collection of a part of the expected revenue, no embar- 
rassment to the Treasury has ensued, all lawful demands upon the 
State have been promptly met, and the receipts of the year have 
exceeded the expenditures for all purposes, except the payment oa 
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account of the pablic debt. The State has no indebtedness at this 
time, excepting that known as the " War Debt," which now amounts 
to one million five hundred and ninety-one thousand three hundred 
dollars ($1,591,300). Provision is n^ade by law for the payment of 
the annual interest upon this debt, and for an annual decrease of the 
principal. 

To meet disbursements required to be made in the intervals between 
receipts of the revenue, it became necessary, in July, 1885, to effect 
a temporary loan of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000). This 
was done under the authority vested by law in the Governor, Comp- 
troller and Treasurer, the rate of interest being three (3) per centum 
per annum, and the loan was paid within the fiscal year from the 
subsequent receipts of the Treasury. 

At the date of the last report from this office the available balance 
in the State Treasury was four hundred and five thousand two hun- 
dred and sixty-six dollars and eighty cents ($405,266.80), which was 
credited as follows :

The receipts of the Treasury during the year, including the sum 
derived froni temporary loan, amounted to three million one hundred 
and seventy-two thousand seven hundred and sixty-three dollars and 
fifty-one cents ($3,172,763.51), and the disbursements for all purposes, 
including the payment of temporary loan, and also including invest- 
ments made for account of the School Fundy have amounted to three 
million two hundred and eighty-eight thousand two hundred and four 
dollars and twenty cents ($3,288,204.20). The balance held at the 
beginning of the year has been reduced in the sum of one hundred 
and fifteen thousand four hundred and forty dollars and sixty-nine 
cents ($115,440.69), and now amounts to two hundred and eighty- 
nine thousand eight hundred and twenty-six dollars and eleven cents 
($289,826.11).

Of the above balance only that portion standing to the credit of 
the State Fund is available for State expenditures. The amount 
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credited to the School Fund is subject to the payment of the annual 
appropriation of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) toward the 
support of public schools, and to the payment of sundry other appro- 
priations for educational purposes. The remainder, should there be 
any, can only, under existing laws, be invested and added to the prin- 
cipal of the School Fund. 

The amount standing to the credit of Local Tax on Bailroad Cor- 
porations is the result for the year of the operation of one of the pro- 
visions of the act of 1884 for the taxation of railroad and canal prop- 
erty. In addition to the provisions of the act for a tax for the use of 
the State, it was provided (sections 12 and 14) that upon a certain 
class of property each railroad and canal company should pay a tax 
for the use of the taxing district in which such property should lie, and 
that this tax should be paid into the State Treasury and subsequently 
transmitted to the proper local officers. The whole amount of tax 
of this character levied by the State Board of Assessors and payable 
within the past fiscal year, was three hundred and twenty-one thou- 
sand four hundred and eighty-one dollars and ninety-nine cents 
($321,481.99). A number of the corporations liable for this tax ap- 
plied to the Supreme Court for writs of certiorari^ and the act under 
which the tax was levied provided that before granting the writ pay- 
ment should be made of such portion of the tax as the court should 
deem just. In the cases referred to the amounts required by the 
court to be paid did not include any portion of the tax assessed for 
local purposes, and the sum reported above as received for account of 
this tax represents only the payments made by such corporations as 
decided to pay the taxes assessed against them under the act without 
contest in the courts. No portion of the amount received has been 
distributed to the taxing districts for whose benefit it was levied, for 
the reason that it was provided by law that corporations paying the 
taxes assessed against them, without contest, should, notwithstanding 
such payment, have the privilege of making application for a writ of 
certiorari upon any question adjudicated in favor of corporations re- 
fusing to pay the taxes assessed against them, provided such applica- 
tion be made within six months after the final adjudication of such 
question. Inasmuch as the law provided for the repayment by the 
State to corporations of such taxes as should be found, upon review 
by the court, to have been improperly assessed, it was deemed wise 
to postpone the distribution to the taxing districts of the sums re- 
ceived for their use until the determination of the court was known. 
It is expected that the cases will be argued at the November term of 
the Supreme Court, and that the decision will be rendered not later 
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than the February term, after which, if the action of the State Board 
of Assessors is sustained, this tax will be at once distributed, together 
with the additional sums, which will be at once payable unless the 
contested cases shall be further appealed. 

Upon assuming office in January, 1885, Treasurer Blackwell 
reported to me, as credited to his account as State Treasurer in 
banks of the State, the sum of one hundred and thirty-three thou- 
sapd dollars ($133,000), consisting of moneys deposited by sundry 
railroad corporations pursuant to the provisions of a supplement of 
1878 to the general railroad law, requiring corporations proposing to 
construct railroads to deposit with the State Treasurer a sum equal 
to two thousand dollars ($2,000) for each mile of railroad proposed 
to be mad&. This deposit is required by the law to be made as a 
guarantee of good faith on the part of the corporation, and, while it 
is not covered into the treasury, the State Treasurer is made the cus- 
todian of the funds, and is required to hold them subject to repay- 
ment to the depositors upon satisfactory proof that two thousand 
dollars ($2,000) have been expended upon eac'h mile of the proposed 
roads. 

Treasurer Toffey, upon taking possession of the office of Treasurer, 
also reported this sum ($133,000) in his custody, and has since, from 
time to time, reported repayments under the law, and further 
receipts. The repayments up to the present time have amounted to 
fifty-two thousand dollars ($52,000), and there have been further 
receipts amounting to thirty-two thousand dollars ($32,000), leaving 
a balance of these deposits now in the Treasurer's custody of one 
hundred and thirteen thousand dollars ($113,000). 

This, added to the balances already stated, shows the sums of money 
in the State Treasurer's charge to be as follows :

I!7o portion of the two last-named sums has been used by the State, 
nor is this money permitted by law to-be applied to any other than 
the specific use for which it was received. 
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ABSTRACTS OF RATABLES. 

The returDS from the several counties of real and personal property 
assessed for school and local taxes in the year 1885, are presented 
below. These do not include any portion of the property of rail- 
road and canal corporations assessed for local taxes by the State 
Board of Assessors under the act of 1884. This amounted, under the 
assessment of 1884, to thirty-six million seven hundred and sixty- 
seven thousand two hundred and twenty-eight dollars and fifty-seven 
cents ($36,767,228.57), and it is not probable that the assessment of 
1885 (which has not yet been returned to this office) will show any 
great difference from the valuations of the year before. 

In presenting the amount of taxable property as returned by the 
several counties, a schedule has been prepared showing the valuations 
of 1884, and a statement showing the increase or decrease in each 
county. Seventeen counties return an increased amount, in some 
cases very large, while there has been a decrease in but four counties, 
and this amounts in the aggregate to but little over half a million 
dollars, while the total increase amounts to over eleven million dol- 
lars, the balance of increase being ten million seven hundred and 
nine thousand eight hundred and forty-one dollars and fifty cents 
($10,709,841.50). The annual increase in taxable property in the 
State has continued steadily since the year 1879, the increase in six 
years having amounted to about fifty-seven millions of dollars 
($56,645,617.84). There is gratifying evidence of the prosperity of 
the State to be found in this fact, but an examination of the figures 
shows such varying rates of increase in the several counties as to call 
renewed attention to the necessity of the adoption of some system for 
the equalization of values between the counties. Repeated attention 
has been called to this subject in my former reports, and in view of 
its great importance it is again presented for the consideration of the 
Legislature.

to the equalization of values. 
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CONDITION AND TRANSACTIONS OP THE 

STATE FUND. 

This Fand, as has been repeatedly explained, is the State Treasury 
proper, which receives the annaal revenue for the support of the gov- 
ernment, and from which are paid all expenses and appropriations, 
excepting those connected with the system of free public education. 

The greater portion of the revenue of this Fund has for years past 
been derived from the tax on the property of railroad and canal cor- 
porations, and, as stated on a former page, the increase of the annual 
revenue of this Fund was one of the objects aimed at in the passage 
of the act of 1884, for the taxation of this class of property, and the 
act of the same year for the taxation of other corporations. The 
effects of the last-named act were felt to some extent in the fiscal year 
ending October 31st, 1884, as the taxes levied under its provisions 
were payable at once, and the operations of this act will be explained 
under the head of Tax on Miscellaneous Corporations. 

Tax on Railroad and Canal Corporations. — The act under which this 
tax was levied in the past year was passed at the session of 1884, and, 
as the first tax levied under it was payable in the year 1885, the fiscal 
year just closed was the first in which the State Treasury has felt the 
effects of the act. It introduced a new and elaborate system of ascer- 
taining the taxable value of the property, and of determining the taxes 
payable, and it also extended the list of taxable property by imposing 
a tax upon franchises, and a tax for local uses upon a certain class of 
property owned or held by railroad or canal corporations. The act 
provided that the State Board of Assessors should make return to 
the Comptroller, on the first day of December in each year, of all the 
valuations and assessments made by them, and that after hearing the 
appeals of any corporations feeling themselves aggrieved by the said 
assessments the Board should report to the Comptroller any correc- 
tions or adjustments which they might make. The original act made 
the taxes thus levied payable into the Treasury on the first day of 
January, but a supplement passed at the session of 1885 extended 
this time until the first day of February. 

On the first of December, 1884, the Board certified to me all the 
valuations and assessments made by them, and, from time to time, 
until February 10th, 1885, sundry adjustments and corrections were 
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reported. The final valaations and assesBoients of taxes for State 
uses, as certified by the Board, are shown in the aggregate by the 
following statement :

For the purpose of estimating the anticipated revenue for the year, 
it was obviously necessary to assume that all the corporations taxed 
would accept the act and pay their taxes into the Treasury without 
question, but this was not a reasonable expectation, and, indeed, the 
act itself anticipated objections on the part of the taxed corporations, 
by providing that companies or persons desiring to contest the valid- 
ity or amount of the tax levied under the act should do so by appli- 
cation for a writ of certiorari, and it was further provided that on 
granting a writ of certiorari to review any assessment payment should 
be made of such portion of the tax as the justice or court granting 
the writ should deem just. 

The total amount of tax assessed upon railroad and canal property 
for the use of this State was (as shown by the foregoing statement) 
nine hundred and fifty-two thousand one hundred and eighty-eight 
dollars and ninety-nine cents ($952,188.99), and this was assessed 
upon the property of ninety (90) different corporations. Thirty-six 
(36) of these corporations applied for writs of certiorari to contest the 
validity or amount of the tax ; three (3) corporations paid no atten- 
tion to the demands of the State, and being delinquent under the act 
judgments against them were obtained ; and fifty-one (51) corpora- 
tions expressed their intention to make payment of the tax assessed 
against them without contest. The supplement passed in 1885 to the 
original act provided that companies accepting the provisions of the 
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act should have the privilege of paying the State tax in install ments 
of one-foarth of the sum on the first days of February, May, Aagast, 
and the fifteenth of October. The aggregate amount of the tax 
assessed for State uses against companies which refrained from con- 
testing the act, was four hundred and twenty-four thousand two hun- 
dred and three dollars and ninety cents ($424,203.90). Three of 
these companies failed to pay some of their later installments before 
the close of the fiscal year, but these accounts are in process of col- 
lection, and the sums due will be received early in the coming year. 
The whole amount of tax received under the act during the year from 
this class of companies, was three hundred and eighty-nine thousand 
nine hundred and fifty-eight dollars and eight cents ($389,958.08). 

The amount of tax assessed for State uses upon the corporations 
contesting the act, was five hundred and twenty-six thousand four 
hundred and thirty-one dollars and thirty-nine cents ($526,431.39). 
The aggregate amount paid into the Treasury under the order of the 
court on granting writs of certiorari^ was three hundred and seventy- 
one thousand four hundred and sixty-two dollars and eighty-four 
cents ($371,462.84), leaving due from this class of corporations one 
hundred and fifty-four thousand nine hundred and sixty-eight dollars 
and fifty-five cents ($154,968.55). The aggregate amount of the tax 
assessed for State uses upon the three companies against which judg- 
ments were obtained, was one thousand five hundred and fifty-three 
dollars and seventy cents ($1,553.70).

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a large amount of useless labor is imposed upon the State Board of 
Assessors, the Comptroller and the Attorney-General, and no good 
purpose is served. An act to empower the court to declare out of 
legal existence those corporations which, upon investigation, are 
found to be practically defunct, would obviate the difficulty, in time, 
by relieving the Board of Assessors from the duty of annually deter- , 
mining and reporting the tax, and thus the list of companies annu- 
ally taxable would be reduced to two classes, viz. : those who would 
pay their taxes voluntarily and those who could, by legal process, be 
compelled to pay. 

Many of these corporations would, no doubt, prefer to dissolve 
voluntarily, but the process of dissolution, as now provided by law, is 
tedious and expensive, and there should be provided an easy process 
by which corporations, which no longer have a reason for existing, 
might dissolve or be dissolved, and thus be removed from the list of 
companies annually taxable. This is not recommended as a penalty 
for non-payment of tax in the case of companies actually doing busi- 
ness and desiring to exist. Other processes can be resorted to for the 
collection of the tax from defaulting companies, and the sums payable 
from the several corporations are, as a general thing, too small to 
demand for default so severe a remedy as the abolition of their fran- 
chises.

CHARITABLE AND KEFOBMATORY. 

State Lunatic Asylums, — The number of patients in the two State 
asylums, towards whose support the State contributes, has materially 
increased since the date of my last report, there being, according to 
the last quarterly returns, twelve hundred and seventy-two (1,272) of 
these patients as against eleven hundred and one (1,101) last year, an 
increase of seventy-one (71). Twelve hundred and thirty-four (1,234) 
of these are patients sent from the several counties,, and thirty-eight 
(38) are convicts who have become insane while confined in the State 
Prison, and have been sent to the asylums for treatment. One dollar 
($1) per week is paid from the State Treasury toward the mainte- 
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f each patient sent from the Bsveral conntiea, and the State 
le whole expense of maintaining the oonTiots, paying for snob

imber of employes to enforce proper discipline, 
r of tbe convicts produced during the year tbe sum of fifty- 
sand five hundred and forty-one dollars and eighty-five 
ill.85), wbicb was credited as part of the general revenue 
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and will be foand stated among the receipts of the State Fand. 
Deducting this sum from the disbarsements for current expenses 
shows an actual cost to the State for the maintenance of the Prison 
for the year of eighty-five thousand and eighty-four dollars and thirty- 
five cents (985,084.35). 

In 1883 an appropriation of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) was 
made for the purpose of erecting a new wall around the unenclosed 
grounds attached to the Prison, and at the date of my last report 
there remained undrawn a balance of this appropriation amounting 
to twelve thousand five hundred and eighty-nine dollars and thirty- 
seven cents (812,589.37). There have been payments made during 
the year for account of this balance amounting to nine thousand six 
hundred and sixty- four dollars and twenty-seven cents ($9,664.27), 
and there remains still due a balance of two thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-five dollars and ten cents (S2,925.10). 

At the session of 1885 an appropriation of fifteen thousand dollars 
($15,000) was made for the erection of new shops, and of this appro- 
priation there has been paid during the year the sum of eleven thou- 
sand and twenty-nine dojlars and six cents ($11,029.06), leaving a 
balance still due of three thousand nine hundred and seventy dollars 
and ninety-four cents ($3,970.94). The latter act provided that any 
unexpended balance of the appropriation for the new wall which 
should not be required for the original purpose to which it was 
devoted, should be used as supplementary, if required, to the appro- 
priation for the new shops, and it is stated by the commission in 
charge of the latter work that the undrawn balance and the whole of 
the appropriation for shops will be required to complete the work in 
hand. It will be necessary, therefore, to provide for the payment in 
the coming year of these two unpaid balances, amounting in the 
aggregate to six thousand eight hundred and ninety- six dollars and 
four cents ($6,896.04), as well as for the sums required for the current 
expenses of the Prison. 

The establishment of a new system for the employment of the 
convicts has already necessitated many alterations and improvements 
in the work-rooms, as well as in the appliances for originating and 
transmitting power, the cost of which will be chargeable to the 
account of "Repairs," and the constantly increasing number of con- 
victs will swell the accounts for "Maintenance" and for " Salaries " 
of the attendants.

Bequmtions, — In the past year do extraordinary ezpenditoreH have 
been required for this account as in the preceding year, and the dis- 
bursements for the rendition of fugitives from justice have amounted

The amoant required for the coming year will depend upon the 
extent to which the Treasurer will exercise his right to purchase 
reprints, but in the absence of any such purchases, it is probable that 
five thousand dollars ($5,000) will meet the requirements of this 
account. 

Legal Expenses. — The litigation occasioned by the contests made 
by railroad and corporations against the assessments of taxes upon 
them, under the act of 1884, necessitated a much larger expenditure 
for this account than was anticipated at the beginning of the year, 
and this expenditure was increased by the appeal of the Central Rail- 
road Company from the valuation of their property, made in 1883, 
under the railroad tax act of 1876. These cases were placed in the 
hands of the Attorney-General and their proper conduct necessitated 
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the employment of assistant counsel and engineers as well as the tak- 
ing and printing of an immense amount of testimony. Other ex- 
penses were incurred during the year which were chargeable to this 
account, such as fees for the collection of claims against the United 
States government and legal services in the cases of contest of the 
tax on miscellaneous corporations, and in the case of the dispute be- 
tween this State and the State of Delaware as to the boundary line. 
The whole expenditure for these purposes during the year may be 
classified as follows:

STATE aOYEBNMENT. 

Legislature — The expenditures usually chargeable to this account 
include the salaries of the members and oflScers, payment of the com- 
pensation of sundry employes and other minor miscellaneous ex- 
penses, and the payments for stationery and other supplies authorized 
by the customary " incidental bill." These expenditures have been as 
follows in the past year :

In the absence of any unusual expense, the sum of seventy-two 
thousand dollars (972,000) will suffice to meet the disbursements for 
this account in the coming year. 
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Salaries. — ^No material change has taken place in the expenditarea 
chargeable to this account. The disbursements have amounted to 
thirty-seven thousand eight hundred and fifty-four dollars and eighty- 
seven cents ($37,854.87), and show a decrease of one thousand six 
hundred and seventy-one dollars and ninety*one cents ($1,671.91), bat 
this is owing to payments proper to the year not having been made 
at the time the books for the year were closed. 

The estimate for the coming year is thirty-eight thousand dollars 
($38,000). 

Clerical Service. — The compensation of the clerical force in the sev- 
eral departments, and chargeable to this account, has amounted to 
twenty-five thousand six hundred and forty-five dollars and fifty-six 
cents ($25,645.56), an increase of two thousand two hundred and 
seventy-eight dollars and fifty-eight cents ($2,278.58). 

It is estimated that twenty-six thousand dollars ($26,000) will be 
needed for the purposes of this account. 

State House Expenses. — For the care and repair of the legislative 
halls and other rooms in the Capitol, the purchase and repair of furni- 
ture and supplies, and for the necessary gas, coal and water, there 
has been expended in the past year the sum of twenty-three thousand 
five hundred and two dollars and fifty-nine cents ($23,502.59), a de- 
crease, as compared with the preceding year, of one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-five dollars and eleven cents ($1,865.11). This de- 
crease is mainly due to the fact that a portion of the offices were 
destroyed by fire, but this fact has entailed expenses in other direc- 
tions, and it is estimated that at least twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000) will be required for these purposes in the coming year. 

State Board of Assessors. — The disbursements charged to this 
account represent not only the current expenses of the new depart- 
ment or bureau established by the act for the taxation of railroad 
and canal property, passed in 1884, but also the expenses incurred by 
the Board under the authority of the act, in ascertaining the value of 
the property' which they are annnually required to assess. These 
expenses include the employment of surveyors and civil engineers, 
payments to local assessors for returns made to the Board, expenses 
connected with suits brought by contesting companies, and other 
expenses, and are wholly distinct from and not to be confounded with 
the current expenses of the Board. The current expenses have 
amounted, in the past year, to but two thousand three hundred and 
fifty-three dollars and fifty-one cents ($2,353.51). The expenditures 
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for servicoB of engineerei, surveyors, local assessors, &c., have amounted 
to twelve thousand one hundred and eighty-six dollars and thirty-four 
cents ($12,186.34); and it is estimated that to meet expenditures of 
this class in the coming year, and to pay the salaries and other expenses 
properly chargeable to this account, the sum of twenty thousand dol- 
lars (920,000) will be required. 

Stationery and Postage, — The charges to this account have amounted 
to seven thousand four hundred and sixty-eight dollars and seventy- 
four cents (87,468.74), an increase as compared with the preceding 
year of nine hundred and seventy-nine dollars and eighty cents 
($979.80). This increase is mainly in the item of postage, whichr 
with the increase of business in all the departments, naturally grows 
larger every year. The estimate for the coming year is seven thou- 
sand five hundred dollars ($7,500). 

State Library. — At the beginning of the year there remained to th& 
credit of this account nine dollars and ninety-eight cents ($9.98). 
The annual appropriation for all purposes connected with the Library, 
excepting the salary of the Librarian and his assistants, is one thou- 
sand five hundred dollars ($1,500), and the disbursements during the 
past year have amounted to one thousand five hundred and eight dol- 
lars and sixty cents ($1,508.60), leaving a balance now to the credit 
of the account of one dollar and thirty-eight cents ($1.38). In the 
absence of any increase of the annual appropriation for library pur- 
poses, the amount required in the coming year will be one thousand 
five hundred and one dollars and thirty-eight cents ($1,501.38). 

State House Fire. — Immediately after the fire, which destroyed & 
considerable portion of the State Capitol buildings, the Legislature 
passed an act authorizing the Governor, Treasurer, Comptroller and 
Attorney-General to purchase the necessary furniture and other 
appliances to supply the losses sustained by the several departments 
by reason of the fire, and make such arrangements as they might 
deem necessary for the efficient transaction of the public business^ 
and for the proper care of the public books and records. One of the 
first operations under this act was to order the construction of a 
number of fire-proof vaults in the basement of the building left 
standing, and these were speedily completed and used for storing 
documents and records of value which had previously been kept in 
the vaults destroyed by the fire. The furniture had been either 
destroyed by fire, or so damaged by water as to be useless in the 
offices of the Treasurer, Secretary of State, Quartermaster-General^ 
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Clerk ID Chaocery, Clerk of tbe Sapreme Court, and Chief of the 
Bareaa of Statistics, and it became necessary to immediately replace 
this farniture, and to furnish these several officers with rooms for the 
transaction of their business: The expenses incurred for these par- 
poses, as well as the expense of clearing away the debris of the fire, 
and the other incidental expenses incident to and consequent upon 
the fire, were charged to this account, and have amounted, up to this 
time, to thirteen thousand nine hundred and twenty-six dollars and 
sixty-three cents ($13,926.63). 

During the reconstruction of the burned portion of the Capitol, 
there will be chargeable to this account the rent of the buildings out- 
side of the State House, occupied temporarily for public purposes, 
and the cost of the necessary lights, fuel, water, attendance, &c., and 
it is estimated that there will be required for these purposes in the 
coming year the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000). 

Appropriation for Rebuilding CapitoL — The act for the reconstruc- 
tion of the Capitol appointed a commission for this purpose consist- 
ing of the Governor, Treasurer, Comptroller and Secretary of State, 
and appropriated the sum of fifly thousand dollars ($50,000), together 
with five thousand dollars ($5,000) to make necessary changes in the 
ventilation of the Senate and Assembly chambers. 

It is the intention of the Commission to lay before you a detailed 
report of their operations under this act, and to call the attention of 
the Legislature to the necessity for a further appropriation to prop- 
erly carry out the purposes of the law. There has been paid from 
the Treasury during the year the sum of one thousand nine hundred 
and seventy-one dollars and twenty cents ($1,971.20), leaving the 
amount payable as follows:

The charges to " Militia " or military account have amounted in the 
past year to eighty-nine thousand eight hundred and sixty-one dol- 
lars and sixty-six cents ($89,861.66), and show an increase, as com- 
pared with the preceding year, of eighteen thousand and thirty-eight 
dollars and thirty-one cents ($18,038.31) These expenses, however. 
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I 

were not all incarred in the fiscal year in which the disburnementB 
were' made, many of the bills connected with the camp at Manasquan 
in 1884 not haying been presented for payment until within the fiscal 
year just closed. These amounted to eleven thousand two hundred 
and nine dollars ($11,209), and the amount disbursed up to th|8 date for 
purposes connected with the encampment of 1885 has been sixteen 
thousand five hundred dollars ($16,500), making the total disburse- 
ments for encampment purposes within the year twenty-seven thou- 
sand seven hundred and nine dollars ($27,709), being for portions of 
the expenses of two encampments. Another cause of the increase of 
the military expenditure was the death of Major-General Grershom 
Mott, Commandant of the National Guard, who was buried with 
military honors in November, 1884, the transportation and other 
expenses being charged to this account, and amounting to one thou- 
sand six hundred and fifty-nine dollars and sixty-seven cents 
($1,659.67).

matter ordered during the session, and for binding the Laws, Journals 
and Documents.

Attention was called in my last report to the fact that the aet 
requiring that advertisement shall each year be made for proposals 
to print all reports and documents *^ in such manner and form as may 
be ordered by the Legislature at its regular session," and that the 
Legislature had failed to take the action indicated by the law. There 
was a similar omission in the following year, and the Governor and 
Comptroller, pursuing again the course adopted in the preceding year, 
called together the Joint Committee on Printing and decided upon 
the number of the respective reports and documents to be printed, 
after which the required advertisement was made and contracts 
were entered into for the work. These contracts, although made at 
extremely low rates, were fulfilled in the most satisfactory manner. 

It is, of course, impossible to make even an approximate estimate 
of the cost of this work in the coming year, since the several doca- 
ments to be printed are subject to such variations in length, but, judg- 
ing from the past year, the sum of forty thousand dollars ($40,000) 
may be presented as the estimate for the coming year. 

Advertising, — The expenditures for this account in the past year 
have amounted to seventy-six thousand three hundred and eighty- 
eight dollars and thirty-five cents ($76,388.35), and have been for the 
following purposes :

The increase in the cost of publishing the laws, as compared with 
the preceding year, is eight thousand six hundred and eighty-five dol- 
lars (98,685), and is due to the passage of acts increasing the number 
of newspapers in which the session laws should be published. 

The requirements of this account cannot be estimated accurately in 
advance, depending, as they do, upon the number and length of the 
acts to be passed at the coming session, but seventy-five thousand 
dollars ($75,000) is deemed a sufficient estimate. 

Preservation of Records. — An act of 1884 makes an annual appropria- 
tion (for three years) of three thousand dollars ($3,000) to enable the 
New Jersey Historical Society to continue the work of editing and 
printing the early records of the State in the form known as the 
" New Jersey Archives." Nine volumes of these records have already 
been published and placed in the hands of the Commissioners of the 
State Library for distribution, and the amount of the annual appro- 
priation has been paid to the Treasurer of the New Jersey Historical 
Society within the past year. 

Three thousand dollars ($3,000), is presented as the estimate for the 
coming year. 

EDUCATIONAL. 

The amount of the State school tax received into the Treasury and 
distributed in the past fiscal year was one million three hundred and 
ninety-six thousand nine hundred and sixty-eight dollars ($1,396,968). 
This was repaid to the several counties in accordance with an appor- 
tionment made by the State Board of Education, and there was 
also distributed to them the sum of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000), being the amount of the annual appropriation for public 
school purposes from the income of the School Fund, Other expendi- 
tures for purposes connected with the system of free public education 
have heretofore been paid from the general revenue of the State, but 
in 1885 the Legislature passed acts transferring these disbursements 
to the School Fund, A portion of these payments had already been 
made when the acts referred to were passed, and these payments were 
of course charged to the State Fund, They were as follows :

— The act passed at the session of 1881, " to en- 
e manufacture of sugar in Kew Jersey," provided for the 
om the State Treasury of a bounty of one dollar (tl) for

State, and a further bounty of one cent for each pound of merchant- 
able sugar made from sorghum or other sugar-cane grown in the 
State. The payments uuder the act in the past fiscal year have 
been as follows :

The claim's for these bounties are, under the act, required to be 
examined and certified by the Chief of the Bureau of Statistics before 
being presented to the Comptroller for payment, and this officer in- 
forms me that eleven thousand dollars (911,000) will probably suffice 
to meet the claims of this character to be presented within the com- 
ing year. That sum is therefore presented as the estimate. 

The operations of this act were limited to five years from the date 
of its passsge, and disbursements for this purpose will cease with the 
payments to be made in the current year, unless the Legislature shall 
take action, at the coming session, for their continuation. 

Agricultural Experiment Stations. — The annual appropriation for the 
purposes of this branch of the State's scientific work is eleven thou- 
sand dollars ($11,000). At the date of my last report there remained 
to the credit of this account an undrawn balance of appropriations 
amounting to three thousand six hundred and four dollars and sixty- 
six cents ($3,604.66), making, with the appropriation for the year just 
closed, a total credit of fourteen thousand six hundred and four dollars 
and sixty-six cents ($14,604.66). During the year the managers have 
drawn thirteen thousand and ninety-seven dollars and ninety-three- 
cents ($13,097.93), leaving a credit balance at this date of one thousand 
five hundred and six dollars and seventy-three cents (^$1,506.73). 
This balance, as well as the amount of the annual appropriation, will 
be subject to draft in the coming year, and, therefore, the sum for 
which provision must be made is twelve thousand five hundred and 
six dollars and seventy-three cents ($12 506.73).

Agriculture, — The disbursements for this account consist of the 
amounts paid as special premiums to exhibitors at the annual fairs 
of the State Agricultural Society and the traveling expenses of the 
officers and members of the State Board of Agriculture and of the 
Board of Visitors to the Agricultural College. These disbursements 
amounted, in the past year, to seven thousand five hundred dollars 
And ninety cents ($7,500.90). This shows a considerable increase as 
•compared with the expenditures for this account in the preceding 
year, but this is not because of any great increase in the expenses, 
but is due to the fact that the account for special premiums of 1885 
was presented for payment at an earlier date than usual, and was 
paid before the close of the fiscal year. The account for 1884 having 
been paid early in the year, the two payments fell within one year. 
The annual appropriation for special premiums is three thousand dol- 
lars ($3,000), and to pay this and meet the other expenditures required 
by law for this account, it is estimated that four thousand five hun-

It is estimated that for the payment of salaries and expenses in the 
coming year the sum of two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500) 
will be required. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Riparian Commission. — The payments for salaries and expenses of 
this Commission in the past year have amounted to thirteen thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars and fifty cents ($13,937.50). The 
salaries of the four Commissioners are one thousand five hundred dol- 
lars ($1,500) each, and their expenses are allowed to an amount not 
exceeding five thousand dollars ($5,000) per annum. Heretofore the 
salaries have been drawn annually, about the middle of the fiscal year, 
but in the past year an additional half-year's salary, falling due before 
the close of the fiscal year, was paid, which accounts for the increased 
disbursement. 

The usual estimate of eleven thousand dollars ($11,000) is presented. 

Monmouth Battle Monument, — The contribution of the State toward 
the erection of the Battle Monument at Freehold was ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000), and at the date of my last report eight thousand 
dollars ($8,000) of this sum remained undrawn. During the past 
year further payments for account of this appropriation have been 
made amounting to five thousand five hundred dollars ($5,500), leav- 
ing two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500) still subject to the 
draft of the Commissioners. 

At the session of 1884 a joint resolution was adopted providing for 
a delegation consisting of the Governor, other State Officers and 
Members of the two branches of the Legislature to unit^ with the 
Monument Commission in taking measures for the proper ceremonies 
on the occasion of the unveiling of the monument. This resolution 
provided for the payment from the State Treasury of the necessary 
expenses, and in November, 1884, the unveiling took place with a 
fitting military parade and other suitable ceremonies. The cost of 
transportation, refreshments for the National Guard and invited 
guests, and other necessary expenses amounted to four thousand 
nine hundred and seventeen dollars and four cents ($4,917.04). 

At the session of 1885 an act was passed providing for the proper 
care of the Monument and surrounding grounds, and directing the 
annual payment for this purpose from the State Treasury of the 
sum of three hundred dollars ($300). This sum, together with the 
undrawn balance of the appropriation, two thousand eight hundred 
dollars ($2,800) in all, will be required for the purposes of this account 
in the coming year. 
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Obsequies of General Grant — Upon the death of General XJ. S. 
Grant, in Jnly, 1885, the National Guard and the several organixa- 
tions of the Grand Army of the Republic took part in the faneral 
ceremonies, and the bills for transportation and other expensea, 
amounting to ten thousand and ninety-eight dollars and thirty-nine 
cents (•10,098.39), were paid upon the approval of the Governor. 
There are some small bills of expenses still unpaid which it is esti- 
mated the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) will be required to meet. 

New Orleans Exposition. — At the session of 1885 an aot was passed 
to provide for the proper representation of this State at the New 
Orleans Industrial and Cotton Centennial Exposition, and author- 
izing the payment of the necessary expenses upon the approval of the 
Governor and Comptroller, but providing that the total expenditure 
should not exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars (910,000). 

Payments have been made during the year under this act to the 
amount of nine thousand nine hundred and eighty-five dollars and 
thirty-nine cents ($9,985.39). 

The remaining balance of the appropriation will probably be re- 
quired to pay further bills. This amounts to fourteen dollars and 
sixty-one cents (914.61). 

The further disbursements during the year for miscellaneous or 
unclassified purposes have been for expenses connected with taking 
the Census of 1885, for which there was expended the sum of three 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-three dollars and forty-one cents 
(93,933.41) ; for Insurance^ for which was expended the sum of one 
thousand one hundred and seventy-five dollars (91,175) as premiums 
upon insurance policies issued upon the books in the State Library 
and in the different offices in the State House ; for Incidentals^ the 
sum of two thousand one hundred and thirty-nine dollars and eighty- 
four cents (92,139.84), for freight, expressage and sundry small items 
of necessary expense, not strictly chargeable to any of the regalar 
accounts ; for Interest^ one thousand seven hundred and fifty dollars 
(91,750), being amount paid as interest on sums temporarily borrowed 
during the year ; the annual appropriation of two thousand five hun- 
dred dollars (92,500) to the Washington Headquarters, at Morristown, 
N, J. ; for Wrecks, six hundred and forty-five dollars and fifty-five 
cents (9645.55), consisting of the expense of removing temporary 
obstructions to navigation in the waters of the State, and of viewing 
and burying the bodies of persons cast upon our shores from wrecked 
vessels ; and for Sinking Fund Expenses, five hundred and twenty-on< 
dollars and eighty-one cents (9521.81), being legal expenses incurred 
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by the Commissioners of the SiDking Fand in their care of the prop- 
erty of the Fund. 

At the session of 1885 an act was passed authorizing the Governor 
and Comptroller to cause to be erected on the battle-field of Gettys- 
burg, Pennsylvania, suitable monuments to mark the position of the 
New Jersey regiments which took part in the memorable battle at 
that place. The act provided for the payment of the necessary ex- 
penses, not to exceed two thousand five hundred dollars (92,500). 
This money has not yet been paid from the Treasury, but will doubt- 
less be required in the coming year, as arrangements have been made 
with officers of the designated regiments to have the locations prop- 
erly determined, and steps have been taken to secure a suitable design 
for the required monuments. It is probable that the whole amount 
of the appropriation will be required, and the sum of two thousand 
five hundred dollars (92,500) is, therefore, presented as the estimate. 

Another act of 1885 empowered a commission to select and suitably 
enclose a proper site for the burial of dead bodies cast on shore from 
shipwrecks within the boundaries of Ocean county, in this State, at 
an expense not exceeding five hundred dollars (9500). This appro- 
priation has not yet bipen called for, but as it will no doubt be needed 
within the coming year, the sum of it is included in the estimates.

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The effort has beeD made in preparing the foregoing estimates to 
include all the disbursements which it is probable that the Treasury 
will be called upon to make in the coming year under laws now 
•existing. Under our system the expenditures for nearly all of the 
departments and institutions of the State are not controlled by specific 
appropriations, but vary with the necessities of each case, and it is 
therefore'impossible to make a table of estimates, within the confines 
of which it may be said with certainty that the public expense may 
be kept. But care has been taken to make allowance for the natural 
increase in the cost of administering justice in the courts, of support- 
ing the several institutions of the State, and of the transaction of the 
yearly increasing volume of public business, and it may reasonably be 
expected that in the absence of any unforeseen emergency the expen- - 
•ditures of the coming yeiM* will not exceed the sum of the above 
-estimates, unless further disbursements shall be authorized at the 
Approaching session of the Legislature. 

The only sum now at the control of the State applicable to the 
payment of these expenses is the balance now in the Treasury, which 
amounts to eighty-one thousand two hundred and sixty-six dollars 
and forty-six cents ($81,266.46), and the remainder must be supplied 
from the revenue of the year. This revenue is derived mainly from 
the tax on railroad and canal property and from the tax on miscel- 
laneous corporations. These two sources have furnished in the past 
year about ninety per centum of the whole revenue proper to the 
year, and because of the legal contests before referred to a consider- 
able portion of the taxes due from these corporations is still unpaid. 
The payment of a large part of this arrearage depends upon the 
Kiecisions of the courts in the cases now before them, but for the pur- 
pose of estimating the receipts of the Treasury it is proper to assume 
that the sums made payable by law will be received. 

The State Board of Assessors have not yet made their official 
return of the amount of tax assessed against railroad and canal cor- 
porations, the time fixed for such return being the first day of Decem- 
ber, but it is known that the amount of tax assessed by them against 
«uch corporations is nine hundred and sixty-four thousand eight hun- 
dred and twenty-one dollars and sixty cents ($964,821.60). This will 
be subject to such alterations and revisions as the Board may make 
and certify to this office after hearing the appeals of such corpora- 
tions as may bd aggrieved by the original assessments, but these

CONDITION AND TRANSACTIONS OF THE 

SCHOOL FUND. 

The securities of the School Fund (including riparian leases), the 
real estate held as the property of the Fund, and the cash balance 
now on hand, amount in the aggregate to three millions six hundred 
and forty-two thousand six hundred and seventy-one dollars and 
eighty-two cents (93,642,671.82), and there were balances of interest 
on bonds and mortgages and rentals on riparian leases unpaid at 
the close of the year amounting to one hundred and seventy-nine 
thousand three hundred and twelve dollars and sixty-two cents 
($179,312.62). 

The cash balance on hand at the beginning of the year was two* 
hundred and eighty-six thousand nine hundred and fourteen dollars 
and eleven cents ($286,914.11), and the receipts from all sources have 
amounted to four hundred and thirty-two thousand five hundred and 
seventy-one dollars and fifly-six« cents ($432,571.56). The disburse- 
ments for all purposes during the year, including the sums invested^ 
have amounted to five hundred and seventy-five thousand three hun* 
dred and seventy-five dollars and seventy-four cents (8575,375.74), 
leaving a balance now on hand of one hundred and forty-four thousand 
one hundred and nine dollars and ninety-three cents ($144,109.93). 

The income or revenue of the Fund during the year has been 
from interest and dividends upon the securities, from rentals of 
riparian leases and from grants of lands under water. This has been 
as follows :

The income of this Fand is subject to an annaal charge of one 
handred thousand dollars (9100,000), which is appropriated to the 
free pablic schools of the State, and is distribated to the several 
counties under an apportionment, made by the State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, based upon the number of school children in 
each county. At the last session the Legislature passed an act 
authorizing the payment from the income of this Fund of certain 
other expenses connected with free public education which had there- 
tofore been paid from the general revenue of the State. A portion of 
these payments for the year had already been made from the State 
Fund, but, on the passage of act referred to, the accounts were trans- 
ferred and the disbursements have since been made from the income 
of the School Fund. 

The New Jersey School for Deaf-Mutes is entitled to receive for the 
tuition and maintenance of pupils a sum equal to seventy dollars 
(S70) per quarter for each pupil, and at the last session an act was 
passed appropriating five thousand dollars (S5,000) for needed repai\^ 
to the buildings and furniture, and the purchase of furniture and 
flchool appliances.

886. The number of school children upon which thi» 
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tax was based, was three huDdred and fifty-six thoasand and sixty- 
one (9356,061), and the tax amoanted tb one million four hundred and 
twenty-four thousand two hundred and forty-four dollars ($1,424,244). 

The taxable property upon which this tax was levied amounted to 
£ve hundred and fifty-four million eight hundred and twenty-eight 
thousand one hundred and fourteen dollars and thirty-four cents 
($554,828,114.34). The increase in the number of school children 
caused an increase in the amount of the tax, as compared with the 
preceding year, of twenty-seven thousand two hundred and seventy- 
six dollars ($27,276), but owing to a corresponding increase in the 
amount of taxable property, the rate was but very little higher than 
in the preceding year, being .002567 in 1885 and .002546 in 1884.

The paymentB of the ninety per centum of tax, as well as of the 
fiums apportioned to the several counties from the Reserve Fand, are 
made upon warrants of the Comptroller, based upon orders drawn by 
the State Superintendent of Public Instruction in favor of the respect- 
ive county collectors. 

The payment of the ninety per centum is made to each county upon 
receipt of the amount of tax for which it is liable, but the distribu- 
tion of the Reserve Fund is necessarily postponed until all the coun- 
ties have paid their tax, and it sometimes happens that through the 
delay of one or two counties in making payment, all the other coun- 
ties are inconvenienced by the delay in making distribution of the 
Reserve Fund. No serious trouble has yet arisen from this cause, 
but should one of the counties which contribute to the Reserve Fund 
make entire default in the payment of its tax, all thd other cou,nties 
would suffer. This should be rendered impossible by appropriate leg- 
islation,* and in view of the delay which would necessarily attend the 
enforced collection of tax from a delinquent county, the best plan 
would probably be to authorize the State Board of Education, in such 
case, to make a new apportionment of the Reserve Fund. 



LOCAL TAX ON RAILROAD AND CANAL PROPERTY. 



The '*Act for the taxation of railroad and canal property," ap- 
proved April 10th, 1884, made it the duty of the State Board of 
Assessors to ascertain in each year the value of the property of each

AGRICULTUBAL COLLEGE FUND. 

The assets of this Fund amount to one hundred and sixteen thou- 
sand dollars (8116,000), which sum is invested in the war bonds of the 
State, and the bonds are in the custody of the State Treasurer. They 
draw interest at the rate of six per centum per annum, amounting to 
six thousand nine hundred and sixty dollars (86,960) annually, which 
interest is collected semi-annually by the State Treasurer, and paid 
over, on the warrants of the Comptroller, to the Treasurer of Eutgers 
Scientific School for the benefit of the State Agricultural College* 
These semi-annual collections and payments of interest constitute all 
the operations of the State Treasury in connection with this Fund.

To the Senate and General Assembly : 

The following act, providing for reports of the financial condition of 
the various municipal governments throughout the State, was passed 
at the session of 1881 : 

A farther supplement to an act creating the office of comptroller of the treasury and 
defining the daties thereof, approved March seventeenth, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-five. 

1. Be it enacted by the Senate and General Aisembly of the State of New Jersey^ 
That it shall be the duty of the board of chosen freeholders of each county, the com- 
mitteemen of each township, the mayor and common council of each city, and the 
representative authority of each town and borough in this state, to transmit to the 
comptroller of the treasury, on or before the first day of October in each year, a state- 
ment of the financial condition of their respective counties, townships, cities, towns or 
boroughs, at the close of their respective fiscal years next preceding the time of mak- 
ing such statement ; and the said statements shall set forth the amounts of the funded 
and floating debt, of what they are composed, the purposes for which they are con- 
tracted, the rate of interest thereon, and the time when the debts fall due ; the nature 
and condition of the sinking fund, if any ; the amount of real and personal property 
taxable ; the rate of tax levied and the amount raised, and the expenditures for the 
year, arranged under general heads. 

2. And be it enacted^ That it shall be the duty of the comptroller to furnish the 
necessary blanks to the several authorities, upon their application, for making the 
statements required by this act, and to lay copies of the statements received by him 
for each year, or abstracts thereof, before the legislature, at the time of making his 
annual report. 

3. And be it enacted, That if any of the said officers shall neglect or refuse to 
furnish or transmit the statement as required in the first section of this act, the same 
shall be liable to indictment for such neglect or refusal, and shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars. 

4. And be it enacted. That an act entitled "A supplement to an act creating the 
office of comptroller of the treasury and defining the duties thereof," approved March 
seventeenth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty- five, which supplement was 
approved March sixth, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-nine, and all other 
acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

5. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect immediately.
